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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  April  showed 
a  slight  increase,  up  $0.4  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $199.8 
billion.  This  follows  increases  of  2.6  percent  in  March  and 
4.1  percent  in  February.  Excluding  orders  for  defense 
capital  goods,  new  orders  declined  0.2  percent  in  April  and 
increased  1.1  percent  in  March  and  3.0  percent  in  February. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  declined  in  April  $2.0 
billion  or  1.0  percent  to  $195.5  billion,  offsetting  last 
month's  0.9  percent  increase.  Shipments  in  1987  have 
averaged  0.8  percent  more  per  month  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  April  increased 
$4.3  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $375.6  billion,  following  a 
0.5  percent  increase  in  March.  'Prior  to  that,  unfilled 
orders  had  generally  been  declining. 

Inventories  in  April  increased  $0.7  billion  or  0.2  percent 
to  $320.8  billion,  following  a  0.1  percent  decline  in  March. 
The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  April  was  1.64,  up  from 
1.62  in  March. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  for  manufactured  durable  goods  in 
April  were  unchanged  from  March  at  $106.2  billion,  with 
large  offsetting  movements  in  several  major  industries. 
Orders  for  electrical  machinery  increased  $3.2  billion  or 
19.3  percent  to  $19.7  billion;  nearly  all  of  the  increase 
was  for  defense  communication  equipment,  where  the  level  had 
been  low  for  the  previous  three  months.  Primary  metals 
increased  $0.5  billion  or  5.4  percent  to  $9.3  billion,  the 
third  consecutive  monthly  increase. 

New  orders  for  transportation  equipment  in  April  declined 
$2.3  billion  or  7.6  percent  to  $27.9  billion,  with  decreases 
in  all  subcategories.  This  decline  followed  increases  in 
March  of  10.8  percent  and  February  of  12.8  percent.  Orders 
for  nonelectrical  machinery  declined  $0.2  billion  or  0.9 
percent  to  $17.1  billion.  Orders  for  all  other  durable 
categories  declined,  except  lumber  and  wood  which  increased 
slightly.  New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.4 
billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $93.6  billion.  Excluding  the 
volatile  tobacco  industry,  the  increase  was  1.1  percent. 


SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  April  declined 
$2.3  billion  or  2.2  percent  to  $102.4  billion.  Most  of  the 
major  industries  were  down.  Transportation  equipment 
declined  $1.6  billion  or  5.7  percent  to  $26.9  billion;  both 
aircraft  and  parts  and  motor  vehicles  and  parts  were  down. 
Nonelectrical  machinery  declined  $0.3  billion  or  1.7  percent 
to  $16.7  billion;  electrical  machinery  was  down  $0.2  billion 
or  1.2  percent  to  $17.8  billion;  and  fabricated  metals  down 
$0.2  billion  or  1.8  percent  to  $11.3  billion. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.4  billion  or  0.4 
percent  to  $93.1  billion.  The  largest  increases  were  in 
foods,  chemicals,  and  textiles.  Partially  offsetting  the 
increases  was  a  decline  in  tobacco  products  of  $0.6  billion 
or  33.3  percent  to  $1.2  billion. 

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  increased  $3.8  billion  or 
1.1  percent  to  $362.6  billion.  This  is  the  largest  one 
month  increase  since  June  1985.  Nearly  half  of  the  April 
increase  was  in  electrical  machinery,  up  $1.8  billion  or  2.1 
percent  to  $91.6  billion.  Transportation  equipment 
increased  $1.1  billion  or  0.7  percent  to  $162.5  billion  and 
primary  metals  $0.8  billion  or  4.8  percent  to  $17.8  billion. 
This  is  the  highest  the  primary  metals  orders  backlog  has 
been  since  the  $18.0  billion  in  September  1984. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  of  durable  goods  and  nondurable 
goods  manufacturers  in  April  each  increased  0.2  percent; 
durables  increased  $0.5  billion  to  $208.5  billion  and 
nondurables  $0.2  billion  to  $112.3  billion.  Increases  in 
the  durable  goods  industries  were  relatively  widespread 
while  most  of  the  nondurable  goods  increase  was  in  foods. 

The  increase  in  inventories  in  April  was  primarily  in 
materials  and  supplies,  where  durables  increased  0.9  percent 
and  nondurables  1.1  percent.  Finished  goods  declined  in 
both  sectors;  durables  were  down  0.6  percent  and  nondurables 
0.3  percent.  Work  in  process  was  unchanged,  with  an 
increase  in  durables  offsetting  a  decline  in  nondurables.

The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
